The Cultural Revolution “was 
responsible for the most severe 
Setback and heaviest losses suf- 
fered by the party，the state and 
the people since the founding of 
the People's Republic” the party 
document SaysS. 

“It was initiated and led by 
Comrade Mao Zedong,” the 
Teport also Says,， adding that Mao 
“must be held chiefy responsible” 
for the tragic outcome of the Cul- 
tural Revolution. 

CONTRIBUTIONS 

JIn the past Mao has been chided 
by the official press and some poli- 
ticians for his role in the Cultural 
Revolution,， but never has a ruling 
body with the status of the Central 
Committee united on a criticism of 
Mao's actions. For all its criticism ， 
the :committee maintains that 
while Mao made mistakes, his con- 
tributions outweighed his errors. 

Plans and goals of the new 
leadership are also included in the 
:Teport. The document affrms that 
the state and collective economy is 
the basic form of economic organi- 
zation in China. It also deciares 
that “the working people's indi- 
vidual economy within certain pre- 
SCcribed limaits 1$S a necessary com- 
plement to the public economy.” 
In addition, the report asserts that 
the people must have more input 

into their government at all levels. 

Although most of Deng's sup- 
Porters ”pragmatism was contained 
in the report，Hu made one addi- 
tional point in his Speech given on 


July 1, the 60th anniversary of the . 


Party. Hu, 66, called for the train- 
ing of a new generation of leaders，

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ever, the APAAC must raise funds， 
open an office, and hire a direetor 
and assistant qirector，Many of 
these details，along with Plans for 
membership recruitment， were 
discussed at last nights meeting， 
The meeting was also the first time 
board members from Oakland 
and the peninsula met with the SF 
group, Cuimaraes added. 

The SF regional board also 
includes San Mateo， Alameda， 
Contra Costa，Santa _ Clara and 
Marin counties，though Cuimar- 
aes Said that of the present 72 
regional mermbers there is not yet 
One representative from Marin， 
One of the board's first tasks is 
fundraising, and the SF region has 
been assigned to Taise 
$30,000， 

“We're very optimistic,”Guim- 
araes Said of the statewide APAAC 
meeting held June 20 in Sacra- 
mento, '(/W 7/1781) “First we 
Planned expenditures，then ”we 
worITied about revneues-” At that 
meeting they estimated appTrOxi- 
mately $100;000 would be needed 
to cover administrative salaries 
and expenses，and assigned fund- 
raising responsibility based on 
regional population and APAAC 
Darticipation， 

Once its office is estabjlished the 
APAAC， which was chartered 
under the_ California non-profit 
public benefit corporation law for 
educational and charitable 
purposes， w 计 “be chiefly con- 
cerned with Providing informa- 
tion，Cuimaraes explained. They 
are anonzpartisan group, and will 
not lobby for political candiqates 
or ballot measures, she added. 

CONCERNS 

“Our basic ,Purpose is to spread 
information,” she said，“The 
information can then be used by 
the ipdividual Or organization as 
they see fit,” 

Though there ,is a statewide 
A/PA wormen's organization，aiid 
several Asian American political 
OF piofessional associations，the 
APAAC is the only organization 
that advocates for the concerns of 
all Asians 记 California,， Through 
its membership，GCuimaraes ex- 
Plained，the APAAC hopes that 
information about important 


issues will filter down to local 


=Organizations and to the Asian 
Population， 

“There are many issues in 
-education and bills pending in the 
legislature that affect people,， and 
they don teven know about them， 
Asians ought to be informed about 
Whats going on in the govern- 
ment，she said. 

Issues as diverse as licensing 
_garment industry contractors，a

bill proposed by state Sen. Marz 
Garcia (R-Menlo ParK) to water 
down Fair 了 mployment and 
Housing standards，and the SF 
civil service forbidding ethnic slurs 
at the Workplace，were just some 
of the examples Cuimaraes gave of 
possible areas of future APAAC 
ipvolvement， 

“Well give priority to issues of 
comimon concern,” she said，but 
added that some situations，such 
as the SF civil service action，may 
only exist in one area，but still 
“have to be in the common inter- 
est,” 

Reports of anti-Asian Ku Klux 
Klan activity in southern Cali- 
fornia are another concern to 
Asians throughout the state，she 
added. 

“We have to stop being paro- 
chial， Any act of discrimina- 
tion in any city really affects all of 
Us，she noted. 

REDRESS 

The APAAC will also unite the 
Asian community and jincrease 
their strength， Cuimaraes ex- 
Plained. There are many local 
organizations，and many organi- 
zations that deal specifically with 


the needs of particular Asian - 


groups, Such as Chinese，Japanese 
or Pilipino Americans，but be- 
catse they all share so many 
common interests， the APAAC 
will provide an opportunity for 
therm to achieve” strength through 
numbers,”she said， 

This does not mean that the 
APAAC will ignore the particujlar 
prIoblems of one group，she con- 
tinued，Though the :APAAC has 
not yet taken an official position， 
Guimaraes Said redress _ for 
Japanese Americans Who were 
interned during WWII is likely to 


be one concern.of the grouP， 

“Anything that affects Asians 
because they” ie Asians is a com- 
mon concern, She said, However， 
Guimaraes does not expect that 
APAAC members will always 
agree on each issue， and in 
addition to the articles of incor- 
poration Prohibiting Political act- 
ivity，she cited possible differen- 
ces in opinion as another reason 
that the APAAC will not be a 
lobbying grouP. 

The APAAC offers individual 
and organizational member- 
ships，with dues for both，For 
wellj-established orgamnizatiomns， 
Such as Chinese for Affirmative 
Action, the APAAC can provide a 
mechanism for exchange with 
other civil rights groups across the 
state, and, Cuiimaraes added，can 
PIovide people in other cities a 
mechanism of seeking ,advice or 
assistance from CAA， 


DISSEMINATE 
Ihe yet-to-be-hired APAAC dir- 
ector will “be responsible .for 


culling information from each 
regional board，and bhen dissem- 
inateit in the formof a newsletter， 
which will be mailed at least 
monthly to all APAAC members 


and to the press， The first -4 
newsjletter is currently scheduled 
for August， 


“The responsibility should flow 
both ways，GCuimaraes added.“If 
anything good or bad happens in 
city hall，it's thats region's res- 
pomnsibility to inform the qirector.” 

Aside from fundraising， the 
other immediate goal of the 
APAAC is to recruit members. 

“We want to _ get more people 
involved, ”Guimaraes said.“Then 
people will kow were organized 
jinto a statewide network，and 
we']l all know each，know each 
others Droblems and develop our 
comIOn concerns,”

An Asian American Approach 
To Confronting Racism

NEW YORK 人 A Chinese 
American patient was the subject 
of a sta 人 ff conference recently at 
the hospital where I work. As the 
discussion focused on her current 
financial status， the senior 
physician present，a psychiatrist， 
casually remarked that Chinese 
people usually had more money 
hidden away than they openly 
admitted， 

On the next occasion I had to 
speak privately with this doctor. I 
told him that I_ had felt his 
statement was both inaccurate 
and “ personally offensive， His 
ITeSDODnse Was to express SUIPDTITise at 
Imy Teaction since he had been 
merely expressing his opinion with 
no maliciousness intended. Now 让 
is inconceivable that someone ip 
-Such a setting in these times would 
make similar remarks about blacks 
or Jews or chauvinistic comments 
about women in _ such a blithely 
unselfconscious fashion. 

INEANCY 

This incident therefore serves, I 
believe，as an example of the 
extent to which prejudices and 
stereotypes about Asians and 
Asian Americans persist in this 
society，perhaps as a result of the 
historical non-militancy of Chi- 
nese and Japanese Americans, The 
Asian American movement is still 
in its infancy as compared to other 
consciousness-raising move- 
ments such as Women's Liberation 
or Black Power; thus its overall 
impact on the American 
consciousness is minimal, 

Examples of this stereotyping 
are abundant in everyday exper- 


ience， They range from the 
blatant “Chinaman” iniage of 
“Ching Chow” (a syndicated 


cartoon appearing in the Nevw 
York Daily News in which a 
queued slant-eyed caricature 
esDouses pseudo- 本 
aphorisms in pidgin 了 nglish)，t 
the more subtle expectations one 
occasionally encounters that as a 
Chinese， one ”Dossesses innate 
expertise in mathematics or the 
Iartial arts. 

Of course the prejudices are not 
entirely negative. The Chinese in 
America have been touted as a 


model minority group 一 hard- 
working， respectful and 1law- 
abiding，On television，the old 
Hop Sing has given way to the 
new Kung Fu. And 工 suppose that 
the minister who asserted that 
Chinese make very good 
Christians because they are 
polite，， was just trying to be com- 
plimentary， 
UNIVERSAL 

It is easy to dismiss these 
examples as trivial Or insignifi- 
cant，because they are individual 
rather than institutional cases. Yet 
all of these depictions are alike in 
their insensitivity，Prejudice and 
ignorance,， All such attitudes， 
because they view a given group 
as Somehow differing from “or- 
dinary people,”are fundamental 
manifestations of racism . 

I have come to believe that the 
experience of racism in some form 
or other is a universal occurrence 
for all those of Asian ancestry who 
have lived in America. One type 
of experience that seems espec- 
ially common is the piesumption 
of supposedly “Tacial” character- 
jstics. An example of this was my 
fathers being told by a casual 
acquaintance that he had seen 
him in his laundry shop despitemy 
father's Protest that he did not 
own such an  ， establishment， 
Sometimes it comes as a SUrPrise to 
people that an Asian can speak 
English at all. 

I recall being interviewed for a 
job at a factory by a foreman who， 
before I 工 had spoken,insisted that 
one had to speak English or at 
least Spanish in order to qualify. 

It is almost axiomatic that 让 two 
Asians are PrIesent in _ one social 
situation, one will at some time be 
mistaken for the other no matter 


how different their physical 
appearances，These incidents 
highlight the fact that most 


Americans upon first encountering 
an Asian American，will perceive 
the “Asian part first. 
EFFECTS 

Although this sort of prejudice 
obviously afftects all those who 
experience it, the actual effects are 
different for those Asian Ameri- 
cans who are foreign born and 
primarily Asian in enculturation， 
than for those Asian Americans 
who are native-born_and/or who 
are prIimarily American in encul- 
turation. For the first group，the 
experience of racial prejudice may 
result in feelings of injury，anger 
or alienation，but rarely damages、. 
their basic self-esteem or identity. 

The second group，the Ameri- 
canized 。” Asian Americans，are 
more jlikely to have all of these 
feelings as well as the more 
profound serise of hurt， arising 
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from the threat to one's ego， This 
happens because the experience of 
racial prejudice re-evokes .the 
common, underlying identity con- 
flict of most Americanized Asian 
Americans: they perceive them- 
selves as American，yet they are 
Perceived by others around them 
as Asian. 

It is precisely because the effects 
of racism are so stressful that three 
modal responses appear to have

The bill failed 
to pass the Assembly Water, Parks 
and Wildlife Committee on June 
4，but Garcia referred it back to 
the Rules Committee for interim 
Study. 

SB 49 was proposed in response 
to _ media reports in December of 
Southeast Asian refugees allegedly 
capturing stray dogs and squirrels 
and killing them for food. 

Assemblyman Art Agnos 
(D-SF) had called the bill …a 
racially and culturally insensitive 
solution to a problem that does not 
exist,” and maintained that there 
Was rio proof that Asian refugees 
had been stealing，Kkilling and 
eating their neighbors” pets. 

Garcia is now Seeking signed 
affdavits offering testimony in 
Support of his bill, including verifi- 
able complaints of pet-eating inci- 
dents and expressions of support 
from city governments. 

Kopp's resolution is one such 
expression of Support. It has been 
sent to the State and National 
Affairs Committee，and a vote is 
expected in the frst week in 
August. 口

Threat to Ctown Tenants

SAN FRANCISCO 一 Thou- 
sands of Chinatown residents are 
certain to be affected by new， 
more lenient restrictions on the 
conversion of low-priced residen- 
tial hotels to commercial or tourist 
use According to Chinatown at- 
torneys and Wevelopers，the new 
hotel ordin 上 faQe，passed by the 
Board of Supervisors and signed 
by Mayor Dianne Feinstein last 
month; means low-income tenants 
will have less legal Protection 
against evictionSs，raised rents and 
Pre-conversion harassment from 
their landlords. 

“If the ordinance lessens 中 Te- 
strictions (on conversions) then 
tenants have less protection, fewer 
Tecourses to _ make landlords and 
developers meet their obliga:、 
tions, Asian Law Caucus attor- 
ney 上 dwin Lee salid. 

“Whatever happens to the ho- 
tels will afftect Chinatown， Gor- 
don Chin，executive director of 
the Chinatown Neighborhood Re- 
source Improvement Center，Salid， 
More than half of Chinatown's 
Population，including 5,000 senior 
cltlizens，live in residential hotels， 
and most of the tenants are either 
elderly or rerugees, he added. IThe 
hotels account for 33% of the 
housing units in Chinatown'， 

PERMANENT 

“The hotels are still a housing 

TeSource for the elderly,， he said. 


“There ls a more permanent hotel . 
population in Chinatown than in 


other parts of the city.” 
Though Chinatown hotels are 


not commonly being cqnverted to- 


tourist use，as is the case in thg 
Tenderloin hotels where ma 区 
Southeast Asian refugees、are 
housed，many Chinatown owners 
are converting the buildings to 
more profitable commercial use， 
thereby depriving Chinatown of 
much-needed residential space， 
Chin explained. 

Before the new ordinance was 
passed, the law assumed that cer- 
tain actions were “pre-conveT- 
sion”measuztfg 20mmitted by the 
landlord in vioOiation of the hotel 
ordinance,，Lee said. 

The new ordinance contains no 
such presumption, and leaves it to 
the Bureau .of Building Inspectors 
(BBI) to decide if acts such as not 


Publicizing vacant units，refuising: 


to do building repairs or attempt- 
ing to evict tenants were done with 
the intent of readying the building 
for conversion . 

In addition，he .continued,， the 
Previous、 ordinarice had stringen 
one-on-one replacement require- 
ments，whereby an Owner Plan- 
ning to convert a residential hotel 
had to provide the city with the 
housing_ units they'd destroyed， 
either by building new units, or by 
adapting an existing building to 
residential use.

At a typical hotel，Chin said, ten- 
ants must walk up a narrow stalr- 
Way to their rooms，which range 
from 60 to 120 square feet.

An average hotel has ten rooms 
on a foor,， and most hotels，Chin 
added，are either all male or all 
female. In single-sex hotels there 
is commonly one bathroom Per 
foor，and tenants also_ share 
Cooking facilities， usually in a tiny、 
kitchen. 

Because the kitchens are So 
crOwded, Chin continued, many of 
the tenants keep hot plates and 
Tice Cookers in their rooms，which 
leads to electrical overloading and， 
again，increased fire hazard. 

Monthly rent for one of the 
Foeel :ooms averages approxi- 
mately $100，but may be.as.IJow'as， 
$50 or as'high as $130. 

In addition to the health and 
safety violations，Chin said，social 
and Psychological problems often 


arise among the tenanrs, due tG 


the density of their living environ- 
ment，and the daily stress of 


“fghting tO share a stove in a 
dingy kitchen with 30 or 40 other 
tenants.” 
SOCIALIZATION 
Despite the problems,，Chin said 
the hotels have played an impor- 
tant role in the historical develop- 
ment of the community. They are 
a means of socialization for many 


mewcomers, and one hotel will fre- 


quently have tenants of many 
Iaces and' ethnic groups，he ex- 
Plained. 

Though it was not uncommon to 
fnd whble families sharing one 
hotel room during the wave of im- 


.migration in the late 1960"s，Chin 


said families today usually share 
two adjoining rooms, but it is Still 
the Single senlor citizen who is the， 
most common hotel resident. 

“For many of the Chinese el- 
derly，life in suburban America 
would be a form of living death,” 
Dr. John 人 .C. Liu said.in a report 
sponsored by the Neighborhood 
Improvement Resource Center， 
explaining the continued presence 
of so many senlor citizens in the 
hotels.“Isolated from .other Chi- 
nese-Speaking people，the elderly 
would have little opportunity to 
interact with other People that 
share their cultural and social 
needs.” 

Whether that nexus will be 
obliterated by'conversions remains 
to be seen: According to Lee the 
approach of the financial commu- 
nity from Montgomery St to 
Kearny St. means “more and more 
conversions On every corner we 
turn.” 

The Asian Law Caucus，along 
with other community organlza- 
tions，1S- currently _ involved with 
the Bank of Canton，which has 
plans to expand into a vacant hotel 
building in the 600 block of Clay 
St. The building was emptied of 
tenants before it was Sold to the 
bank in November，Lee said, and 
Since then has been Standing 
vacant.

One of the many techniques 
which the copiers used was to place 
a sheet of blank paper over a calligra- 
phic masterpiece on a window. With 
the aid of the sunlight, the masterpiece

was easily traced. Then, -after being 
carefully inked in，this counterfeit 
masterpiece was ready for the market.

Maybe they fooled some .of the 
wide-eyed tourists，but 1 don't think 
these .underground artists fooled the 
public with their craft;: Everyone who 
has tried his hand in calligraphy knows 
that there are gradations of ink in a 
brush stroke，and these can never be 
copied by tracing. Honorable scholars， 
after taking one look at these “shadow 
Writings,” would exclaim : 

“Ahal This is a fake: no force, no 
life, no bones!” 

It's hard to 
make a living.， Well，back to the kit-

Newark Museum 
Boasts Tibetan 


Art Collection 


NEVWARK, NJ 一 Only a few 
miles from. New York，Newark 
seerms an linlikely place to discover 
an exceptional collection of art， 
but then the rugged lands of Tibet 
may seem an unlikely locale for 
the art's creation， 

Nonetheless the Newark Mu- 
seum has on display more than 
225 of its choicest Tibetan items in 
a bublic exhibit entitled,“Tibet : 
A Lost World.”The Dalai Lama， 
who visited the museum in 1979 to 
View the Tibetan-collectiomn，will 
return this summer，the CjPristiiam 
Sciemnce Momitor reported ， adding 
that the Newark collection is one 
of the most distinguished in the 
world 

A Tibetan Buddhist altar，Pper- 
manently installedin the museurm 
is central to the exhibit and helps 
highlight the fact that much of 
Tibetan art is religious in nature. 
Many of the objects deal with 
religious themes， such as a 
painting of ”The Wheel .of 下 xis- 
tence,”a silver sculpture of the 
divine goddess- Vajravarahi and 
a sculpture of the god“Vajras- 
attva， which means，“whose 
essence is the thunderbolt.” 

INSICHT 

The exhibit is not entirely 
Spiritual，however. 了 veryday ob- 
jects such as textiles， jewelry， 
clothing,，lamps,， banners，musical 
instruments and weapons have all 
been included， and provide 
insight into Past (and Present) 
Tibetan jlife， according to the 
Monitor The ， collection ，also 
includes a large appliqued picnic 
tent，and a small display of 
Tibetan postage stamps. 

The Newark Museum's Tibetan 
collection dates back to 1910， 

-when through the interest of 
trustee 卫 dward N. Crane， 让 
exhibited a small group of objects 
gatbered by Dr. Albert 工 .

No _ one group can fght hotel 
conversions on its own，Chin con- 
tinued.

With .the new;, more lenient re- 
strictions on conversions and re- 
duced federal funds for neighbor-

Asians, Whites 
Riot in Southall 


LONDON 一 Southall，one of 
Britain's largest Asian Commun- 
ities was the scene of three days 
of rioting last weekend between 
Asians and white “skinhead” 
youths. 

During the three days of rioting 
approximately 300 people were 
arrested and forty policemen were 
injured.， Molotov cocktails were 
thrown， windows broken， and 
SeVveral vehicles were set on fire. 

BRICKS 

The violence broke out, accord- 
ing to. an Associated Press Teport， 
when busloads of more than 200 
Skinheads arrived for a punk rock 
concert at the Hambrough 
Tavern，located in an area of 
Southall known as“Little India.” 

More than 400 Asians were 
waiting outside the tavern to 
protest the concert，The .skin- 
heads attacked them with bricks， 
and the Asians responded by 
hurling gasoline ”bombs,， AP 
reported. 

和 Known for their close cropped 
hair and their links to anti- 
immigrantorganizations, the skin- 
heads were in the area distribu- 
ting leaflets about a march by a 
group calling itself the “White 
Nationalist Crusade， when the 
trouble broke out,， 

According to local residents the 
fights with local Asian youths 
flared up quickljy. It was the third 
Tace riot in the last five years for 
the West London neighporhood.

Service (INS) ， Afterwards， the 
wife was sent a letter instructing 
her to be interviewed，and was 
Subsequently granted an exit visa 
on the spot by the Chinese Bureau 
of 了 Refugees in Guangdong， The 
total time from application to 
arTrival was five weeks. 

Another case， outside of 
Cleary's office， that involved 
China, concerned a mother and 
father who petitioned successfully 
for their childq under Visa 93， and 
for an aging grandmother under 
Visa 91. A Visa 91 is given for 
humanitarian reasons.

Adding difficulty to the utiliza- 
tion of the Visa 93 is the fact that

Although Vietnam does not 
honor Visa 93, they have recently 
agreed to the Orderly Departure 
Program,” which ”will ，allow 
appIOximately 2,000 refugees per 
year to_enter the US.，Whereas 
Visa 93 is “quick and almost 
guaranteed,， the Orderly Depar- 
ture takes time and negotiation ， 
Cleary said，but added that the 
Program is a “precedent in 
diplomatic relations”between the 
two countries. 

“There haven't been any major 
difficulties,”between China and 
the US regairding Visa 93，Cleary 
noted，saying relations between 
the two countries have been 
“generally good.” 

The Tolstoy Foundation was 
founded 记 1939 by Alexander 
Tolstoy to aid Russian Tefugees 
during World War I，but ex- 
panded recently to_ help Indochi- 


nese refugees. 

The Foundation is funded 
through the Department of State 
and brivate contributions for the 
resettlement of refugees during 
their first few months in the US， 

Non-profit agencies such as 
Tojlstoy，the US Catholic Con- 
ference and the International 
Rescue Mission handjle the paper 
work for the INS because they are 
abljle to reach out to refugees and 
also _ provide translators， Cleary 
explained. 

“The INS office should be com- 
mended in streamjlining the pro- 
.cess) ”he said, “and helping to 
eliminate what is a real hardship

China since 1929 which Lois Snow 
has illustrated profusely with her 
husband's personal writings and 
photographs. Edgar Snow，who 
died of cancer in 1972，was best 
known for Rea Star Ooer Cjima， 
published in 1938 and comnsidered 
by China scholars to be a classic 
account of the origin and history 
of the Chinese Commnuinist revolu- 
tion . 

Cheerful and cordial， 工 ois 
Snow projects  a .charismatic 
charm and presence，A former 
actress, she studied theater in New 
York where she appeared in 
numerous Broadway plays and on 
television. She was born in 
Stockton， California， and now 
makes herhome in Switzerland . 

UNDERSTAND

of her cross-country promotional 
tour for the book，Her previous 
books，Cjpina Om Stage and A

Zedong and other Communist 
leaders in their guerrilla head- 
quarters in 1936，Snow said he 
first went to China in 1929 as“a 
deck hand on a boat ”without any 
pre-conceptions or much knowl- 
edge about the country: 
ENCOUNTERS 

He had intended to stay only six 
weeks in Shanghai before he 
stumbled onto a job as a reporter 
on an English language Dews- 
paper called the China Week1y 
Reuiew，Snow said，“The job 
allowed him to see China in a 
more thorough way than he had 


anticipated,， and one of his first ， 


assignments was“to travel on all 
the railroads of China and report 
on sights he encountered,” she 
added， 了 Edgar Snow eventually 
stayed in China almost 13 years: 

On that train trip her husband 
witnessed terrible social condi- 
tions，Snow continued，such as 
People starving to death in the city 
streets. “You cam't see that kind of 
thing and not be touched and 
influenced in some way,” she 
explained， 

Though it was unpopular to do 
so, he was determined to seek out 
the revolutionaries and interview 
them, Snowssaid. With the help of 
Madame Soong Ching-Ling，Dr: 
Sun Yat-sen's wife, who attested to 
Snow's integrity and honesty，he 
was invited to their secret 
encampmient iD Yenan， “bandit 
terrTitory,， where he was welcome 
to travel around and write about 
the guerrillas. 

INELUENCE 

His interviews with the guer: 
rillas are a basic part of his first 
book，Red Star Ooer Cjina，Ac- 
cording to Lois Snow when the 
book came out in 1938, it proved 
to be mnot - only a powerful 
influence in Western countries but 
in China as well. It was at that

Although the program has been 
in Operation since Decembsaer 1980， 
the center was only completed in 
March. Services had Previously 
been _ conducted -in the adjacent 
Richmond Maxi-Center， 

COMMUNITY 

“We are veIy happy the center 
is completed and we can now run 
in full operation, said Lillian 
Bucton，Director of the Adult 
Day Treatment Services， 

Eunding for the program is 
allocated for three years by the 
state “Department of Mental 
Health through legislation  AB 
3052 (Bates)forcommunitymental 
heajlth services， As the mnewest 
component of the Richmond 
Maxi-Center,， the Adult Day 
Treatment Services is run under 
the auspices of the Richmond Area 
Mnulti-Services， Inc.，(RAMS)， 
non-profit mental health agency 
in the Richmond district of S.F. 

The Adult 
Services seek to provide a struc- 
tured community program as an 
alternative to state hospitaliza- 
tion for ， severely mentally 让 
Persons. 

“What we mean by severely 计 
is a person who has suffered some 
serious mental illness that would 
render him unable to function 
adequately in his daily routine of 
Work，school，or supporting  a 
family,” Bucton explained. 

Most of the People -in the 
program have had a Psychotic 
break，are on some form of anti- 
psychotic medqdication，and have

been referred from an in-patient 
facility or psychiatrist. “We dont 
usually take people who have just 
strict diagnosis of .qdqepression or

“A lot of times they (severely 
mentally jl persons) have no other 
Support in their jlives,” 


explained. “They cant really 


participate in a job very well and , 卓

There isnt anywhere for them to 
spend time to get any structure in 
their lives,” 

“What we try to do here,” 
Bucton continued， is provide a 
daily structured Program 一 to 
give a person a sense of what is 
expected of them that day. Ihey 
come here at a certain time. They 
interact with people and they 
participate in various kinds of 
activities, be it recreational，grouPp 
therapy or vocational，that Wi 
help them eventually feel good 
about themselves as well as gain 
Skills and confidence in going out 
and functioning better 记 their 
environment and in their lives.…- 

The daily program ITuns week- 
days from 10 to 2:30 (except 
Wednesdays，10 to 1:00) and 
includes group meetings， art， 
recreational and indqividual ther- 
apDy， exercises， outings， and 
community living skills， 

The community living skills is 
most important because it 
develops _ independence， Bucton 
feels. “We help them find out 
what they can do in the com-
